THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

[We take pleasure in transferring to these col- 
ums the following editorial notice of this Society 
which appeared a few weeks since in the Christian 
Advocate of this city, the principal organ of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. | 
~ Of all the benevolent organizations not immedi- 
ately and wholly under the direction of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, none is so closely affiliated 
with it at all points as the American Bible Society, 
nor does any scheme for organic union in Chris- 
tian work offer so attractive and important a 
sphere of effort as is held out in the proposal to 
encourage the circulation of the Holy Scriptures 
throughout the world without note or comment. 

The platform of the Society, constructed in 1816 
after the model of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, is broad enough and strong enough to 
support all who accept the Holy Bible as the book 
whose presence is to be desired in every family in 
the land. The constitution of its board of man- 
agers, while sufficiently elastic to open the way 
for an expression of opinion from ministers and 
directors for life when occasion arises, has laid the 
chief responsibility for*its work on the elected 
members and the resident: vice-presidents, a body 
of representative men, some of whom have been 
constantly devoted to the Society’s affairs for 
thirty years and upward.” r 

On the roll of its managers and committees we 
recognize the names of gentlemen who are prom- 
inent in the business circles of. the city, as well as 
in every good work, to whose mature judgment 
may safely be intrusted the oversight of the Bible 
cause. On one of the committees: Bishop Harris 
takes the place which formerly was. filled by 
Bishop Janes, whose life-long affection for the 
Society is well known, and who daily remembered 
it in his prayers. We understand that President 
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Allen, thqugh residing in Philadelphia and close- 
ly occupied with his duties at Girard College, 
is a frequent attendant at the meetings of the 
Board, over which he presides with suavity and 
dignity. 

The foreign work of the Society is very unos- 
tentatious and quiet. The kingdom of God cometh 
not with observation, and the diffusion of his 
work is not calculated to attract the attention of 
men. After years of study a missionary commits 
to the press a version of a single book of Scripture, 
it may be, and sends it forth as a seed-grain of 
thought. No trumpet proclaims its publication ; 
no eye follows the precious volume to all the 
places where it finds its way; no one can tell 
what will come of it ; but it goes as the gospel of 
Christ, and to every one that believeth it is the 
power of God unto salvation; it reveals the 
thought of God; it tells the good news of redemp- 
tion; it sheds a ray of light on heathen darkness 
sufficient for the soul’s deliverance. 

It is easy to talk about giving the Bible to every 
human family within a definite number of years ; 
but to do it involves, oh, how much of scholar- 
ship and toil. The task of translating the Scrip- 
tures isso great that one may well cry, ‘‘ Who is 
sufficient for these things?” and when they are 
translated, it is still a question how they may be 
carried and commended to men ignorant and indif- 
ferent. The oral repetition of gospel truth is not 
enough ; the reading of the Scriptures to the 
illiterate, though a most excellent and valuable 
service, is not enough; the depositing of a Bible 
in every hut and cabin is by no means enough. 
Somehow we must give the Bible, the book, to 
every man, and must see to it that he, with 
his own eyes, reads it, and understands and 
believes. 

But all this must be done wisely, and with due 
regard to national and personal prejudices and 
needs. Our small Roman type is well pleasing to 
English readers, but the Teuton will have none 
of it; his book must be printed in Gothic letter. 
The Japanese, on the other hand, cannot be tied 
down to any uniform letter, but affects a page 
which is as free as a penman’s handwriting, with 
occasional blotches of Chinese type. The various 
styles of printing foreign languages, as exhibited 
in Baxter’s ‘‘ Bible of Every Land,” or the ‘“‘ Speci- 
men Verses” of the Bible Society, are a study in 
themselves. But the idiosyncrasies of men must 
be studied and humored by the missionary. So 
our brethren at Foochow are just now proposing 
as an experiment a bi-lingual Gospel, putting on 
the same page a classical and colloquial text, in 
the hope that one may explain the other ; while at 
the Mission Press at Lucknow our missionary, Mr. 
Craven, is authorized to print the Hindi Gospels 
and Acts in Roman type, one advantage being 
found in the diminished size of the book and its 
consequent portability, « 

In defraying the expenses of this department of 
missionary labour, not in China and India alone, 
but in Germany, Norway, Sweden, and Italy, the 
American Bible Society is brought into very pleas- 
ant and satisfactory relations to the foreign work 
of the Methodist sc Church; while in our 
own land, as we all know, the Society is recog- 
nized as one of the established agencies by which 
the Methodist Church co-operates with people 
of other communions in the effort to save ow 
countrymen from infidelity, atheism, and ungod-

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Cuina.—Dr. Gulick gives a brief. outline of his 
trip to China, and says : 

On the 9th of January I left Shanghai for a trip 
up the Yangtze River, and reached Nanking the 
next day. I left there on the 19th, and on the 21st 
reached Hankow and Wuchong, 600 miles up the 
river. Onthe 22d I commenced my return down, the 
river, and after spending several days at Kiukiang, 
150 miles below Hankow, I reached Shanghai on 
the 28th, and left on the 30th for Japan. 

At Nanking I made an arrangement with a re- 
tired merchant, recently converted and now de- 
voting himself to independent and self-sustaining 
missionary work, to act as Bible distributer or 
colporteur. 

Outna—Nanxrne.—Dr. Gulick has received some 
account of the Arabic Bibles sent last year to the 
Rev. Mr. Whiting, who says respecting them : 

They have been loaned to several mosques, and 
in each instance have been returned after a number 
of days. I have never offered to loan a copy, but 
if asked to do so I am happy to oblige my visitors. 
Mohammedan A-hungs (teachers) constantly go to 
our book-shop and read for half an hour or more. 
* * * As to the question whether the Chinese 
Mohammedans understand the Arabic Bible, I will 
say that some do, without any doubt. One who 
read in Genesis for some time remarked, that if all 
the book was like that he would endorse its doc- 
trines. Perhaps, however, the Persian would be 
better understood. Their commentaries are in 
Persian, as well as the greater part of the books in 
their mosques. They also converse in Persian to 
a limited extent, and it is the language by which 
they communicate with other places. 


JAPAN.—The last mail brings a specimen of the 
Gospel in Matthew printed from moveable type in 
kana, with special reference to the needs of com- 
mon readers; also a circular indicating that steps 
are being taken to secure, as far as may be, the co- 
operation of all the missions in the translation of 
the Old Testament.

Jan, 23d.—The Russians are close upon us, and 


their advance to Adrianople has caused thousands | 
of suffering fugitives to flee to our city. The dis- | 


We propose to open one of our 
magazines from which to feed the starving, or at 
least a few of them. 

Feb, 8th.—The war is over. The Russians are 
practically in possession of our city, although no 
soldiers are in our streets. They are virtually in 
control of the fortifications. The Turks say, ‘‘ God 
is angry with us for the wrong we have done, and 
therefore we have been beaten ; but our foe was 
one al] Europe feared.” There is hope for this land 
in our Bible work. Let not the Society draw back 
now. 

Feb, 13th.—My son has gone to Adrianople, hav- 
ing obtained a visé of his passport which would 
take him through the Russian lines. The cars only 
began to run yesterday. He has gone to see whether 
anything can be done in the way of the distribu- 
tion of the Scriptures. among Russian soldiers, I 
am not very sanguine of success, but thought that 
an effort had better be made to find out the state of 
things in that city and region since the Russians 
took possession. We have not been able to hear 
from missionaries or booksellers, or any one, for 
some five weeks. Everything is very quiet in our 
city, though it is still full of refugees.

BrBLE House, CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 15, 1878. 


Dear Sir :—At the prayer meeting for the city 
colporteurs on Monday last, one of them spoke of 
avery respectable Turk who called to him-as-he 
was passing along the street, and asked him if he 
had books in Turkish. The colporteur said ‘‘ yes,” 
and at once opened his bag and handed him one of 
the Osmanlee Gospels, the first book that came to 
his hand. The Turk said, ‘‘ This is not the whole 
Gospel. This is only a part; I wish the whole.” 
The entire New Testament was handed to him. 
“Ts this the true Ingil? Is it like the Gospel in 
English, French, etc.?” he asked. The colporteur 
assured him that it was a true translation from the 
original, and corresponded to the Gospel in Eng- 
lish, French, ete. The Turk then took the book 
and paid for it, saying that he wished to examine 
its teachings. Several similar incidents have occur- 
red recently to encourage us. 

Two or three days since I gathered together the 
statistics of Bible distribution among Turks for the 
last five years, from January 1st, 1873, to December 
81st, 1877, and I find the number to be 17,773 
copies. This is the work of both Bible societies 
operating here, but does not include those that have 
been sent for distribution among Turkish prisoners 
of war taken by the Russians. <A large proportion 
of these have been single Gospels—Psalms, Prov- 
erbs, and Gospels and Acts—but there have been 
also a good many Bibles and a large number of 


New Testaments sold. It is true that some of these 


have passed into the hands of Christians using the 
Osmanlee character. If we estimate the latter at 
000, or even 5,000 copies, there remains a large 
mber that have been taken by Turks. It is our

Formerly, with the Koran in hand 
the Moslems went forth to the conflict sure of vic- 
tory. The reverses that have overtaken the Otto- 
man arms in this recent war have led many serious- 
minded Turks to retlect upon the cause. Not a few 
feel that the era of Islam’s supremacy has passed. 
Others believe that judgment for past injustice and 
cruelties has overtaken the nation, The other day 
an old sheik of a band of dervishes said, ‘‘ We have 
done very wrong. ‘There have been too many mur- 
ders, too much hanging of Bulgarians, too many 
have been sent into exile recently.” ‘‘God is an; 
gry with us,” said another. The great mass accept 
the inevitable with a serenity most remarkable. 

We look forward with not a little anxiety to the 
‘*Conference” which is to be held for the determi- 
nation of issues which the war has raised. We 
would that the members of that body could see 
how important a bearing the question of reli- 
gious liberty has upon the future well-being of the 
inhabitants of this broad land. Let every man of 
every nationality in the empire be truly free to in- 
vestigate for himself, and not be subjected to a bit- 
ter ostracism for change of religious views, if his 
convictions lead him to such change, and many of 
the troublesome questions which have for years 
kept this land in tumult will be solved. We trust 
that the church in America will not be indifferent 
to the present critical exigencies of the great evan- 
gelistic work in this country. Our reliance is alone 
upon the God ‘‘ who doeth wonders,” and to him 
must we all look for help and direction in this emer- 
gency.

| ANTONINA, PROVINCE OF PaRANa, Dec. 1, 1877... 

- Dear BrRotuER :—I left Rio November 3d, Hae 
ing with me Sr. Fernandez, the Spaniard already 
referred to, ascolporteur. We reached Paranagua, 
the seaport of this province, early on the morning 
of the 5th. It took till late that evening to get our 
books, which came in the same steamer with us. . It 
took the 6th to get a license to sell; the 7th it 
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rained all day, and only on the 8th could we begin | Almost a thousand arrived lately, 


to sell through the streets. Books were deposited 
in the store of an English shipchandler. 

I meant to have come on here, fifteen miles dis- 
tant by steamer up the bay, on the 8th ; but a grand 


festa of Nossa Senhora, one of the many forms un- | 


der which they worship the Virgin in a suburban 
church, so interfered with the departure of the 
steamers that I could only come on the 12th. In 
the mean time I preached four successive nights 


in an old theatre, to attentive audiences of from | 


70 to 150. Bro. Milne had visited that town in 
1874 and 1876, and sold many books. We how- 
ever found some purchasers. The colporteur re- 
mained there till the 19th, has spent the interven- 
ing time here, canvassing quite thoroughly both 
places. He seems to be faithful and steady in his 
work, and I think willdo well. Nearly forty Bibles 
and about as many Testaments have been put in 
circulation in the two towns. On the 18th reached 
Curityba, the capital of the province, passing the 
highest point over the mountain range, 2,900 feet 
above sea level, and thence through an undulating 
table land to Curityba, which is only 20 to 30 feet 
lower than the highest point passed over. Curi- 
tyba has a population of from four to six thousand 
souls, and is growing and improving fast for an in- 
terior Brazilian town. There are from one to two 
thousand Germans in and around the city, having 
a German Protestant church, with regular pastor 
and school. The pastor seems to be a good and 
laborious man, but confines his labours wholly to 
his own people. He says there are a number of 
truly pious people amongst his flock. Most of the 
Germans have been there for a number of years. 
There are two thousand Poles, more recently ar- 
rived, chiefly on small farms or garden plots near 
‘the city. They are nearly all Roman Catholics, 
stanch and decided. There are also a few French, 
Italians, English, and Americans, and even a few 
Icelanders—about thirty—in and around that small 
town. A Christian Englishman, who has a small 
store in the city, undertakes to aid in and look after 
our work there. We made deposits in five stores 
in the city, where some, sales were effected. Leaf: 
lets were freely distributed there, as also here and 
at Paranagua. At Curityba the leaflets were pub- 
lished and the deposits and meeting were announc- 
ed in both the newspapers. One of the journals 
made no charge at all and the other almost none. 

I preached three times, again in the theatre, to 
audiences ranging from 60 to 150, and had earnest 
attention. The second night, when pressing pretty 
closely the historic proofs of the social and mate- 
rial benefits of a knowledge of the Gospel, some 
questions were asked and there were many marks 
of approval. The third night a drunken fellow in- 
terrupted by asking some incoherent questions from 
the back part of the building, but he was quietly 
gotten out of the house. 

In both Paranaguaé and Curityba the gospel was 
thus preached for the first time in the native lan- 
guage ; a good impression was made ; everywhere 
there is much opposition to the Pope and disgust 
with the priests, nullified however by the most ter- 
rible indifference so far as any spiritual results are 
concerned. iS 
- The agent at Curityba, Mr. J. 8. Braund, will 
serve as depositary for the supply of colporteurs. 
T have written to the: colporteurs of the Saracaba 
agency to come overland to Curityba, and canvass 

1¢ towns in the interior of the provinces. Sr. Fer- 
nandez will attend to the seacoast and the capital. 
_I forgot above to mention the Russian emigra- 
tion, just now beginning to arrive in this province, 


some of whom 
only yesterday left for the interior. A-good por- 
tion of them are Protestant, the rest Romish. ‘They 
speak German only. Most of this province lies in 
the southern temperate zone, and being much of it 
elevated, the climate is good though varied, and the 
products are very various. Around Curityba we 
could see on every side fields of grain, some ripen- 
ing for the sickle, such as can be seen at home in 
June and July. / 

I left Curityba on the 28th, and on the 29th vis- 
ited Marretes, ten miles from here. It is a town of 
say 1,500 hundred inhabitants. Its chief industry 
is the preparation of the Matte or Paraguayan tea, 
which is largely.exported from this point and Par- 
anagui. I engaged a man there to take books on 
sale. Sr. Fernandez will also visit that and some 
small neighbouring towns as soon as we can get 
books. In and just around Marretes 1,800 Italians 
have lately settled. They seem to prefer the lower 
and warmer lands near the coast and below the 
mountains.

of Africa he was impressed with the fact, that 


throughout all that region there were people who 
could read the Arabic language, because they were 
followers of the Mohammedan sect. So although 
thousands of miles from Arabia and among tribes 
which did not speak the Arabic language, yet the 
knowledge which many had of the Koran and 
other Arabic books made him anxious that Chris- 
tian books in the Arabic language should be 
prepared and circulated in that region. In the 
extreme east of the continent of Asia the Arabic 
language is known and read by thousands, because 
the followers of Mohammed have colonized them- 
selves all over the vast Asiatic continent. : 

In thousands of cities and towns of China, if 
you stand upon the streets and collecting a crowd 
around you ask, ‘‘ What are the religions repre- 
sented among you here?” the reply is, ‘* The 
Hwei and Han, two,religions:” the ‘‘ Hwei” mean- 
ing the Mohammedan, and the “ Han” the native 
religions, such as Buddhism, Taoism, and Confu- 
cianism, classed together in contradistinction to 
the Mohammedan. If you ask, ‘““What do you 
mean by the Mohammedan sect?” the reply is, 
“Oh, the people with the big noses,” with a sig- 
nificant gesture toward that important organ, 
If ‘you still ask about them, you are told that 
they do not eat pork. ‘‘ But what do they wor- 
ship?” ‘‘Who knows? They don’t worship the 
gods.” Some will tell you they worship the 
tablet of the emperor of China, because that tablet 
is erected in all the mosques in the eighteen 
provinces, The reason for its erection in their 
mosques, which otherwise are free from all i 
is, that years ago when they were suspected < 
loyalty, as in some parts of the empire they h 
rebelled, they were required by the Chinese 
ernment to have a tablet to the emperor plac 
every mosque. They placed it inside of the 
and as their-backs are towards it when wo 
ping God, they do not pay obeisance to. he 
as the heathen Chinese do.

The highways of 
the entire State have been thickly covered with 
mud, which greatly interfered with travel and the 
gathering of congregations. From every point I 
learn the difficulty with which our brethren accom- 
plished the ordinary routine of duty. Hence but 
little was possible in the way of distribution. As 
I have written before, everywhere a canvass is felt 
to be needful, but the inability to pay for it stares 
all in the face. Large quantities of grain are on 
hand, but no market. Corn lies in cribs, com- 
manding only from twelve to sixteen cents per 
bushel; the latter is the rate here. All other farm 
produce proportionate. Taxes have been great. 
There are heavy maturing debts and many mort- 
gages on new farms, and for a month past the 
screws have entered more deeply because of the 
suspension of banks. And yet, all are facing 
this manfully, and hoping for a better period close 
at hand. Our auxiliaries are generally doing well, 
and some I think are greatly improved. Do now 
all that can be done for the West, and after awhile 
we shall reap from it largely. 


KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE. 


January was one of the most disagreeable months 
ever known in this region, alternately warm, cold, 
rainy, and snowy during its entire length. The 
common roads have been almost impassable. I 
spent one Sabbath in Meade County trying to 
raise funds to help on the canvass of the county 
during the coming season. It was a very rainy 
day, and financially my work did not amount to 
much. I spent last Sabbath in Hardin County, 
where I raised forty-four dollars toward the can- 
vass of the county, the officers promising to raise 
the balance necessary to complete the work. 


MISSOURI. 


During the month of January I was at several 
points in Southeast Missouri, in the interests of 
Bible colportage. This new feature of our work 
has both a bright and dark side, and each man 
now at work speaks of the great destitution and 
poverty. The Bible is needed; many cannot pay for 
it-and but few will give to help on the work. Rev. 
L. W. Pierce, a circuit preacher of the Meth. Ep. 
Church, South, has done us’ good service, and 
says truly: ‘‘The Bible work is a part of my 
pastoral work.” Reyv.. W. R. Litsinger, colpor- 
teur, visited a Mennonite settlement in Morgan 
County, and found warm friends of our Society. 
In June, 1876, the American Bible Society bee them 
a pulpit Bible. A German woman told Mr. L. that 
she had been brought up in the “free religion,” 


and had heard of the Bible but had never read it. 


She was well educated. Mr. L. says: ‘‘ The Roman 
Catholics do not want our Bibles, but.they receive 
me kindly. I called on one family who had no 
Bible, AB the lady of the house bought one with 
a Mexican dollar she had kept six years, saying 


she could not spend it better. A gentleman with

whom I stayed is a Catholic, but he takes a deep 
» Bible work and bought, several 
for his daughters.” The colporteur further 
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says that the people generally believe in the Bible 
but have not much religious culture at home or 
elsewhere, 

NEBRASKA AND COLORADO. 


I was interested in the report of the officers of 
the Pawnee County Bible Society, Neb. In that 
auxiliary the plan of working through township 
assessors was more fully carried out than in any 
other society. Three assessors reported twenty- 
six families by name as destitute of the Scriptures. 
The majority of them were foreigners by birth, 
several of them Romanists. The officers of Paw- 
nee County Society made arrangements to supply 
those found destitute. They decided to try the 
assessor plan another year. The officers of Rich- 
ardson County Bible Society, hearing of the issue 
of this plan in Pawnee, determined to try what 
could be done on their field by it. The annual 
meeting of the Pawnee County Bible Society was 
decidedly interesting, notwithstanding the snow- 
storm of Saturday. It was held, for the first time, 
in the United Presbyterian Church, and an aged 
member of that church gave an excellent address. 

I am gratified to be able to report that the 
Saline County Bible Society, centering at Crete, 
Neb., is carrying out its pledge to secure the vis- 
itation of the county by pastoral effort. One 
visitor has reported large destitution among the 
Bohemians, and calls for Bibles and Testaments, 
especially of low-priced books. Ihave told them 
that their treasurer is the very man to order all 
they need. 

January 29th, I visited Dawson County Bible 
Society, centering at Plum Creek, 230 miles west 
of Omaha. This society was organized in 1874, 
and has been feeble from the beginning. In 1876 
the grasshopper plague was deeply felt in that part 
of the State, greatly diminishing the population. 
The secretary wrote me that he felt greatly dis- 
couraged over the prospects of the society; and 
I decided to visit the society, with the painful 
impression that it would be necessary to dissolve 
the organization. On my arrival at Plum Creek 
I found Secretary Smith, examined the books on 
hand, which were in good condition and worth 
about $57 15. Prompt payment was given of the 
small sum received from sales, but the secretary, 
not being so situated as to take proper care of the 
books, advised removing them elsewhere. The 
Methodist preacher, however, expressed his will- 
ingness to take charge.of the books, and do the 
best he could with them in sales and donations, 
This relieved me; and’ as notice had been given 
out that a sermon would be delivered at the school- 
house we proceeded thither, and at 7:45 p.m., we 
had a respectable congregation, which grew in 
numbers till near the close of the meeting. After 
the sermon I made a full statement of the present 
condition of the society and my deep solicitude 
over it; told them that their young preacher 
would assume the care of the Bibles and Testa- 
ments, and then called on them for contributions 
to renew their membership and meet the necessary 
expenses of the society. The acting chairman 
ventured to put down one dime, and around the 
room wank the paper till it returned to the desk 
with $3 41 subscribed, but not a cent paid ; though 
after the meeting, a lady came up and said she had 


found twenty-five cents in her pocket which paid | 


her subscription; but not one more cent was paid, 


and for the very good reason that in all probability | 


there was no money there. And yet all were in an

NORTH AND SOUTH CAROLINA. 


The colporteur of the American Bible Society in 
Darlington County, 8. C., has promptly entered 
on his work and is finding much destitution ; and 
the two colporteurs in Nash and Bladen Counties, 
N. C., have done comparatively well, giving hopes 
of much usefulness in their continued efforts, Mr. 
Coe experienced difficulty and danger, from floods 
in the Cape Fear River and tributaries, and was 
quite severely frost-bitten, but he is faithful and 
energetic. As will be seen, the proportion of desti- 
tute among the families visited during the month 
is very great. With me the month has been one 
of incessant labour, and the figures of this report 
will give but an imperfect idea of the pressure of 
work which fully occupied every day. 

TEXAS. 

On the 24th ult. I addressed, through an inter- 
preter, a large German audience at Shulenburg, 
and completed the organization of the Fayette 
County German Bible Society. The fourth Sab- 
bath I preached in the Baptist Church at Moulton, 
Lavacca County, and re-organized the Moulton 
auxiliary with good prospects. It undertakes to 
canvass its territory upon the volunteer plan. 

It is difficult to prevail upon the auxiliaries to 
hold anniversaries and to make up their reports 
without. the presence of the District Superin- 
tendent. 

The most of my travel this past month was in 
stages and wagons, over muddy roads; and county 
agents as well as colporteurs have required my at- 
tention. Although their work was interrupted by 
excessive rains and high waters, and most of the 
appointments for meetings to take up collections 
failed because of the bad weather and worse travel- 
ling, yet still a good work has been done: Families 
visited, 3,857 ; families found destitute, 858; des- 
titute families supplied, 675 ; destitute individuals 


supplied in addition, 220; number of volumes of ~ 


Scripture distributed, 1,829. 
WESTERN VIRGINIA. 


I found in the city of Parkersburg and its sub- 
urbs more than one family in five destitute of the 
Scriptures ; 124 Protestant families and the same 
number of Catholics and Jews, total 248, were 
without the word of God. Some twenty-six-Catho- 
lic families, and a majority of the Jews upon whom 
T called, accepted a Bible. One Jew in purchasing 
told me he read the book and liked it very much. 
Both Catholics and Jews contributed to the Bible 
cause, and some of the former with whom I left a 
Bible have been hopefully converted. Some Prot- 
estants whom I supplied assured me that they not 
only read their Bible but believe and practice it as 
they have never done before. 

During November, December, and January, I 
have laboured mostly in the poorest parts of my 


field, reviving auxiliaries, branches, and committees ~ 


that hardly had a name to live. The colporteurs 


labouring in Berkeley, Morgan, Putnam, Tyler, | 


and Wetzel Counties, found the proportion of 
destitute families among those visited to be abou 
one in four.

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have been very interesting. In taking the chair 
at the afternoon session, President Gallup made 
an address on the antiquity and catholicity of the 
Bible, and was followed by Prof. Edward North, 
of Hamilton College.

NASHVILLE BIBLE SOCIETY, TENN, 


The fifty-fourth anniversary of this society was 
celebrated in the First Presbyterian Church of 
the city, Jan. 18, 1878, the annual address being 
delivered by Rev. E. O. Frierson. The report of 
the treasurer, embracing the accounts of the past 
two years, gives the receipts from sales at the 
depository for that period as $1,116 18; sales by 
colporteurs, $118 ; donations from various sources, 
$770 90. During the year 1877 a canvass of the 
county of Lawrence and a limited one of Cheatham 
has been made. In the former the agent reports : 
Families visited, 367, found destitute, 99; desti- 
tute families supplied, 99, individuals, 4; value of 
books sold, $70 05, donated, $59 90. The agent 
says: “As an instance of how the people hunger for 
the bread of life, I preached in one neighbourhood 
twice on one Sunday and again upon the follow- 
ing Wednesday night. To each of these services 
women rode over ten and twelve miles.” A tribute 
is paid by him to the generous hospitality of these 
people, and he says that never once did his own 
or his horse’s lodging cost him a cent. 

A canvass of twenty days in Cheatham County 
resulted as follows: Families visited, 297, found 
destitute, 53; destitute families supplied, 50, indi- 
viduals, 16; value of books sold, $42 95, donated, 
$24 %5. The report from which the above is 
extracted continues : ‘‘ One very great good result- 
ing from this Bible work is, that nearly every visit 
te a family brings into discussion the Bible and 
the importance of its truths and of living up to 
them. The agents employed by the society are 
always men of piety and energy, and in this way 
many families are reminded of Christian duties, 
who, during a whole year, will not listen to a ser- 
mon because of lack of opportunity or inclination. 
By the Christian it is conceded that one dogma of 
Christianity is, to acquaint all men with the Scrip- 
tures; and in no better way can it be done than by 
placing them in their hands. The logical deduction, 
then is, that no church is better fulfilling its mission 
than when aiding in Bible distribution.”

INCIDENTS OF PERSONAL VISITATION. 


An agent in Central Ilinois writes in January :. 
“Some most precious fruit of my labours among 
local agents is already springing up to give encour- 
agement; for example, a very weak society in a 
missionary field held its anniversary recently. It 
had increased its receipts from five dollars last year 
to twenty-five dollars this year, hard as the times 
are. The night of the meeting was pitch dark, yet. 
Mrs. —— came in on horseback from her country 
home to report. She and her colleague visited 
fifty families, and found and supplied fifteen poor 
destitute households with the Bible. The last act 
of Christian love that her associate did was to go 
with her basket of Bibles down into the brush or 
timber district assigned her, in which many poor 
families live, and there she supplied ten destftnte 
homes. 


While our meeting was being held, she 
was lying at the point of death.” 
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The colporteur in Cocke County, Tenn., says: 
“T visited and talked with a man in this county, 
leaving with him a Bible, which it was predicted 
he would sell for whisky within a week; but, to 
the surprise of all, he became a Bible reader, and 
was fast turning from his old paths, I know of 
several such cases in this county. I have seen 
quite a number here who I had reason to believe 
were Christians, but who never had an opportunity 
of reading the Bible. I was in one community 
not long since where one Bible was passed from 
house to house, and when the owner desired it for 
his own use it was with difficulty he found it. 
The mountain people of this county are wretchedly 
poor and shamefully neglected by the Christian 


people.” o

THE VARIED AND WONDERFUL HISTORY OF THE 
BIBLE. 


The Divine Record, even in its earliest form, 
was intended for universal diffusion—to guard 
men against Atheism, Polytheism, and Pantheism ; 
to keep them from forgetting God by the deifica- 
tion of second causes, by the formation of local 
and limited divinities, or by merging the finite in 
the infinite; and at the same time to exhibit his 
character as a Being near them, and not far away 
above the stars, that they might be induced to 
trust, worship, and serve him.” Such teaching, as 
human history has shown, was needed everywhere, 
and everywhere was it to be carried. _ Its first lan- 
guage, indeed, in the older form of Pheenician, 
was employed by the earliest merchants, seafaring. 
adventurers, and colonists; but in its Biblical uses 
and aspects it became very much confined to Ca- 
naan, and was unknown to the successive great 
empires around it, though Nineveh and Babylon 
spoke a varying dialect of it. So that, while Ju- 
daism was organized as a standing protest in be- 
half of the divine personality, spirituality, and 
fatherhood, it did not formally proclaim those 
truths to the world on all sides of it. It never so 
awoke as to realize its position of being ‘‘in the 
midst of many people as a dew from the Lord.” 
It did not care to spread itself; it might weleome 
proselytes, but it never went in search of them. 
No ships left Joppa bearing prophets and precious 
parchments. The Alexandrian version at length 
unlocked the Hebrew treasures to the western 
world—Tarshish and the isles of the Gentiles. 
“Tn the fullness of time’ appeared the Son of 
God, who “spake as never man spake”-in words 
’ fitted to all ears and hearts, and died as never man 
died—died in Palestine, but died for all the world; 
founding, in his self-offering on Calvary, a univer- 
sal dispensation, without distinction of age, race, 
or country. His first followers had learned to 
speak another tongue than that of their fathers, 
though they used it also. This second tongue had | 
been carried by the Grecian arms around the 
shores of the Mediterranean, and over the East, 
and therefore the Gospels and Epistles were writ- 
ten in it, for it was everywhere current. It was 


prepositions were employed to mark relations ; 
simple verbs often gave place to compound forms ; 
thoughts, words, and syntactic structure had a 
Hebrew tinge, and now and then terms were coined 
to convey the new ideas essentially connected with 
the new coyenant. But it was the Greek of the 
time, and a popular faith was preached in a pop- 
ular tongue, easily understood by all classes. At 
length the Latin tongue shared in the ‘supremacy 
of the people that spoke it, and into it the inspired 
collection of lives and letters was translated for 
the European and North African churches. The 
Latin Bible held a lofty place for centuries, and 
the Latin church was very unwilling that its book, 
though only a translation, should be turned into 
any living dialect, and laboured to keep all knowl- 
edge locked up in the brains and libraries of its 
own ministers. There had been a Syriac and 
Gothic version at a by-past time, but the battle for 
vernacular Scripture was fought out on this island, 
and, through fire and blood, truth and freecom at 
length conquered. A few faint efforts had been 
made at a remote epoch, and with such efforts the 
names of Bede and Alfred are immortally associ- 
ated. Their successors did what they could in 
fragments and paraphrases. Wickliffe at length 
gave his nation a whole Bible, and many accorded 
to the gift a grateful reception. The branches of 
the fig-tree had become tender, and “ were putting 
forth leaves,” for summer was coming, with its 
lifeand warmth. In the meantime books and men 
alike were sacrificed to the ecclesiastical Moloch.: 
Two centuries afterwards Tyndale translated the 
New Testament from the original Greek. His 
version was reprinted by Coverdale, had a place 
in the Great Bible, was revised in the Genevan 
and the Bishops’, and then took its present place 
as a portion of the Authorized Version. The Old 
Testament, chiefly produced by Coverdale, has 
come to us by a similar course of successive revis- 
ions. The ancestral history of our Bible shows 
that spiritual despotism, in its selfish, short-sighted 
policy, defeats its cherished ends, and that liberty 
and progress, connected with the open book of 
God, must at length triumph. The English Bible 
is consecrated by the blood of martyrs. Wickliffe 
was not murdered, but in revenge for his exemp- 
tion his bones were exhumed and burned; Tyndale 
was strangled and consumed to ashes; Coverdale 
escaped almost by miracle; Rogers and Cranmer 
“loved not their lives unto the death ;” the Gene- 
van scholars were exiles, while many of their breth- 
ren at home were perishing at Smithfield; the 
Elizabethan bishops had been in imminent peril’ 
during a season when the “hour” was ruled by 
“the power of darkness.” The divine presence 
was frequently and palpably apparent in moulding 
circumstances, in paralyzing the arm of opposition,

BIBLE PRINTING AT BEIRUT, 

In the Sunday School Times, Prof. Isaac H. Hall 
gives an account of the operations of the Ameri- 
can Press at Beirit, and speaks in this wise of the 
Arabic Scriptures : 

The Arabic Bible, printed by the American 
Bible Society in New York, is well known; but it 
is not so; well known in this country what excel- 
lent provision is made for the wide and, varied cir- 
culation of that excellent version. A very common 
impression is that the edition above mentioned is 
the only one. That edition isa magnificent quarto, 
but not only the whole Bible, but the separate 
New Testament and Psalms, make too large a 
book to handle conveniently. Yet it is widely 
circulated. One may see it even in the kitchens 
in Palestine and Syria, diligently read by the 
servants. This edition is also printed and circu- 
lated by the British and Foreign Bible Society ; a 
set of the electrotype plates having been presented 
to that body by the American Bible Society. 

But it is to the American Press at Beirait that 
one must-go in order to see in what shapes that 
Bible goes out among the people. The New York 
edition is there for sale, of course, as well as the 
other early, most valuable one, with marginal 
references and various readings; the former at the 
price of forty piasters, or one dollar and sixty 
cents, gold; the latter—a few copies only remain- 
ing—at two dollars. But besides these are the 
vowelled Bible, as great a work as exists in the 
Arabic language, costing, in the best binding, five 
dollars in gold, and in the cheaper, two dollars. 
Then comes the reference Bible, in smaller type, 
costing from four dollars to one, according to the 
binding; than one in still smaller~type, costing 
from two dollars to one; and several other editions 
in both fonts of type, at different prices. Such a 
thing as an Arabic pocket Bible is now to be 
had, besides many different forms of the New 
Testament, the Psalms, the separate Gospels, and 
other portions of the Scriptures, at prices cheaper 
than could be afforded in America. There is also 
printed a series of bi-linguals: the Gospel of John 
in English and Arabic, French and Arabic, Turk- 
ish and Arabic. The smallest New Testament is 
a volume a little thicker, but not as long and 
no broader than the smallest English Bible ever 


printed. A 
These various editions go not only through Pal- — 
estine and Syria, but to Arabia and Egypt, and 
wherever the Arabic language is spoken. “They ~ 
are read not only by Protestant Christians, but by 
Moslems; for the latter acknowledge the Old Test- 
ament writers and Jesus as prophets. No 
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all the operations of matrix-cutting, type-founding, 
and electrotyping necessary, go on there. The 
machinery of Bible producing and circulating are 
wonderfully effective. _

From the Spirit of Missions. 
BISHOP STEVENS AT THE CONSECRATION OF BISHOP 
SCHERESCHEWSKY, 

At the close of a remarkable session of another 
general convention in Boston, we again assemble 
to consecrate another bishop for China. We have 
chosen one who for twenty years has devoted his 
life to the work of spreading the knowledge of 
God in that land. His name and his works are 
known not in China only, but throughout the mis- 
sionary circles of the world, as the principal trans- 
lator of the Holy Bible into the Mandarin language. 
The greatness of this work in itself, and the toil 
and study which it required, are beyond our 
ability to understand. The influence of this work, 
not to the present generation only but to all 
coming generations in China, can be computed 
only in the arithmetic of heaven. 

As the Bible is the basis of all missionary 
labour, so he who translates that Bible lays in that 
mission field the foundation on which, Jesus 
Christ himself being the chief corner-stone, are to 
be reared the Christian life, the Christian family, 
the Christian school, the Christian church, the 
Christian nation. What a gift, beyond all compu- 
tation even in a literary point of view, is this gift 
of a translated Bible to a people hitherto ignorant 
of it! It infuses into the veins of that language the 
richest and holiest streams of pure and purifying 
thought. It acquaints them with the truest cos- 
mogony, the earliest authentic history, the pro- 
foundest and most ancient laws, the grandest 
divine ritual, and a biography and a poetry and a 
philosophy, in comparison with which, the wisest 
human utterances are but as the glowworm’s light 
compared with a mid-day sun. 

But if, beyond this merely literary benefit, you 
look upon this translation of the Bible as bringing 
into that scholastic language of the Chinese—which 
sways the thought, the politics, the religion of 
three hundred millions of souls—the knowledge of 
the one living and true God, and the knowledge 
of Jesus Christ our Lord and only Saviour, the 
knowledge of the Holy Ghost the Comforter, the 
knowledge of the church, its sacraments, its min- 
istry ; as introducing into that nation the soul’s 
true guide-book to God and heaven; then must 
you rank the missionary who translates such a 
book among the highest benefactors of the race, 
and his work among the grandest achievements of 
the human mind, 

Such a work has been done by this-our brother, 
and well and wisely has it been done. —

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FINDING BIBLE PASSAGES QUICKLY. 
BY REV. M. H. WILLIAMS, 


Learn first, when there are no desks or tables, 
to hold the book on the outspread left hand and 
arm. By a little practice even a large Bible may 
thus be held firmly and easily. Then,turn the 
leaves from the upper right hand corner for look- 
ing forward, and from the upper left hand corner 
for looking backward. Some may find it more 
handy to work on the lower corners. Practice 
the scholar in this, until he can do it neatly, 
quickly, and without creasing the paper. Next 
(assuming that he has already been taught the 
order of the books) let him try to open at exactly. 
the middle of the Bible. Suppose the Bible in 
use is the one most commonly found in Sunday 
schools, the nonpareil 12mo of the American 
Bible Society, known as the ‘“‘forty cent Bible, ” 
It has for the text 804 pages (note that the figures 
indicating pages are at the bottom of ghe page). 
The middle page (402) will be found to begin with 


‘the last part of the Ixxy. Psalm, which is the 


middle of the book of the Psalms. The first quarter 
(page 201) ends in 1st Samuel; the last quarter (page 
603) in Zephaniah. All of the New Testament 
is in the last quarter of the book. Then minor sub- 
divisions may be~made in various ways, as the 
ingenious teacher can suggest. After this it will 
be found profitable to spend three or four minutes 
at every session in drilling the scholars to find the 
passages quickly. Tell them to find Job, and 
show that all the distinctly Azstorical books come 
before that. Find the dividing line between the 
Old and New Testaments. Find the first of the 
epistles; the last, etc. This process should be 
continued until every book can be turned to at 
once, without any rustling of the leaves back and 
forth in perplexity as to where in the world that 
book comes in. Such a mechanical drill will give 
the scholar a facility in finding places that will 
help him in Bible study all his life.—Presbyterian 
Banner. ;

when they are tempted, or sorrowful, or penitent ; 
when they are suffering under rev erses or when 
they are enjoying prosperity. Thus shall their 
love and gratitude ever find a voice at all times 
and in all places, and their hearts be strengthened 
and. Jifted up to the God of all mercy in every trial 
or calamity that may oppress them.—Christian 
Intelligencer.

Two new auxiliary Bible societies were recog- 
nized—one in Iowa and one in Wisconsin. 

A portrait of the late James Suydam, Esq., for 
many years a Manager and Vice-President of the 
Society, was received as the gift of the Rev. J. A. 
H. Cornell, D.D., and ordered to be placed on the 
walls of the Managers’ room, with the portraits of 
other distinguished benefactors of the Society. 

The resignation of the Rey. Dr. Holdich as 
Corresponding Secretary was accepted, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to draft a minute expressing 
the feelings of the Managers at parting with one 
so long associated with them in this Society. The 
Rev. Albert 8. Hunt, D.D., of Brooklyn, was 
elected to fill the vacancy. 

A communication was received from Richmond, 
Va., announcing that great satisfaction was felt at 
the decision of the Board to hold the next Anniver- 
sary of the Society in that city, and that St. Paul’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church had been secured for 
the occasion. 

Letters were also presented from George H. 
Prince, Esq., of St. Petersburg, announcing the 
completion of the Reval-Esthonian Bible and send- 
ing a specimen copy for the library ; from Rev. D. 
C. Greene of Japan, reporting his editorial labours, 
and speaking of a proposed convention of mission- 
aries to arrange for the translation of the Old Test- 
ament into Japanese ; from the Rev. H. N. Barnum 
of Harpoot, expressing the thanks of his church 
for all that the Bible Society has done for the 
Armenian nation ; from the Rev. E. M. Wherry 
of Lodiana, Rev. M. N. Hutchinson of Mexico, 
Rey. J. R. McDougall of Florence, Rev. F. Ver- 
meil of Paris, Rev. Thomas L. Gulick of Zaragossa, 
giving reports of the last year’s work of Bible dis- 
tribution ; also from the Society’s foreign Agents, 
Mr. Blackford being at. Petropolis on the 5th of 
January, Dr. Gulick at Nanking on the 11th of 
January and at Kobe on the 5th of February, Dr. 
Bliss at Constantinople on the 15th of February, 
and Mr. Milne at Monte Video, Dec. 29th. 

In answer to various applications from auxiliary 
societies, churches, individuals, and foreign mis- 
sions, appropriations of money were made to the 
amount of $1,480, and grants of Scriptures amount- 
ing to about 3,400 copies, including nine volumes 
in raised letter for the blind. 

The receipts for February were $37,532 26; 
copies of Scriptures issued, 44,840.

| RESIGNATION_OF SECRETARY HOLDICH. 


All friends of the American Bible Society who are 


| personally acquainted with the Rev. Dr. Holdich, 
| will share the regret felt by his associates in mak- 


ing the announcement of his resignation. Elected 
to the office of Corresponding Secretary twenty-nine 
years ago this month, he entered with ardor upon 
the duties assigned him, and until the infirmities of 
age and the partial loss of sight compelled him. to 
seek relief from constant labour, he served the 
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Society with great fidelity and diligence. In 1874, 
however, the development of a cataract on one eye 
and the simultaneous weakening of the other called 
for an immediate respite from labour, which was 
granted, with the hope that eventually a successful 
surgical operation might» result in the removal of 
the film. The time for this operation has not 
yet arrived, and Dr. Holdich now resigns his nom- 
inal connection with the Society in order that the 
way may be open for the election of some one to 
whom the Board may look for full and efficient 
service. 

The gentleman who has been chosen to fill the 
vacancy, the Rev. Albert 8. Hunt, D. D., will come 
to the work if he accepts the appointment, as we 
confidently hope, not only approved by all the 
bishops of the Methodist Episcopal Church with 
which he is connected, but also honoured and es- 
teemed in the Board because of the service he has 
rendered during the past twelve years as a member 
of the Committee on Agencies. 

That the readers of the Record may see the high 
esteem in which both the retiring and the incom- 
ing Secretaries are held by the brethren of their 
own communion, we quote an article from the 
Christian Advocate, received after the foregoing 
paragraphs were in type. 


A NEW SECRETARY FOR THE AMERICAN BIBLE 
SOCIETY. 

Rey. Joseph Holdich, D. D., for many years an 
esteemed and honoured Secretary of the American 
Bible Society, has resigned the office, and Rey. 
Albert 8. Hunt, D.D., of the New York East Con- 
ference of the Meth. Ep. Church, has been elect- 
ed Secretary in his place. Dr. Holdich has been 
unable for some time past, because of the serious 
impairment of his eyesight, to perform active 
service. He presented his resignation at the 
meeting of the Board of Managers a month ago, 
and it was’accepted at the monthly meeting at the 
Bible House on Thursday last. Dr. Holdich en- 
tered the itinerant Methodist ministry in the Phila- 
delphia Conference in 1822. After successfully fill- 
ing the pastoral office for thirteen years, he was 
elected professor in the Wesleyan University at 
Middletown in 1835. After fourteen years of serv- 
ice in the professor’s chair he accepted the secreta- 
ryship of the American Bible Society. On the 
decease of the lamented Dr. Brigham he became 
senior Secretary. He row retires from that post 
after twenty-nine years of devoted and useful serv- 
ice, in all of which he has continued to enjoy the 
fullest confidence and the highest esteem, not only 
of his own Church, but also of his associates at the 
Bible House and elsewhere, connected with the 
noble institution in whose behalf he has so stead- 
ily laboured. At the meeting on Thursday the 
Board appointed a committee to prepare a special 
minute expressive of the appreciation by the Board 
of the services of Dr. Holdich, 

_ __ The selection of Dr, Hunt as the successor of Dr, 
Holdich will be universally approved by the minis- 
ters and people of his own Church, and, we think, 
by all who know him. Dr. Hunt is a thorough 
scholar, an able minister, a ready platform-speaker, 
anda Christian gentleman of broad charity, and in 

bear sympathy with all true Cliristian workers 

‘without respect of denomination, In his own 
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Church he enjoyed successively some of its best 
pastoral appointments, and has twice represented 
his conference in the General Conference. In the 
inauguration of the movement for fraternal rela- 
tions with the Church South, he was chairman of 
the special committee appointed under the author- 
ity of our General Conference to bear its saluta- 


| tions to the Southern General Conference; and 


right well did he perform the delicate task assigned 
him. He has the advantage, also, of a cgnsider- 
able acquaintance with the work and methods of 
the American Bible Society, having been for sever- 
al years one of its active managers, and a member 
of its Standing Committee on Agencies.

bours, which we shall continue to cherish ; and we 
would also assure him that our prayers shall con~ 
tinue to be offered for him, that he may live long 
to go out and in among. us, and that his remaining 
days may be abundantly blessed in life and in death.

Our noble ally, 
the Massachusetts Bible Society, will of course 
continue to receive collections, and after providing 
for the circulation of the Scriptures upon its field, 
will send generous gifts for our home and foreign 
work. The Bible societies of New Hampshire, 
Vermont, and Rhode Island, will also prosecute 
their very important work under the direction of 
their several committees. There are many auxil- 
iary societies, whose fields are less extended, like 
those of Berkshire County and New Haven County 
and others which we have not space to mention, 
from which we have good reason to expect, not 
only orders for books, but also frequent remit- 
tances of money to promote the distribution of the 
Scriptures elsewhere. But the thoroughness and 
efficiency with which any work of this kind is 
done, depend to a large extent upon the course 
pursued by a few men to whom the management 
of affairs is committed; and we would therefore 
respectfully urge the officers of auxiliary societies 
throughout New England to take especial pains 
in the discharge of their trust for the furtherance 
of the great object for which Bible societies exist. 
Any assistance which they seek from the Bible 
House will be cheerfully rendered to the extent of 
our ability.
